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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

This Office action is responsive to applicant's amendment filed April 1 1, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which fornis the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Miyabashi et 
al. (U.S. Pat. 4,945,014) in view of Ikedaet al (U.S. Pat. 5,879,836). 

The rejection is maintained for the reasons of record. The examiner notes that the scope 
of the present claims are unamended from that considered in the prior Office action. Applicant's 
arguments submitted with the present amendment have been fully considered, however they are 
not found persuasive. 

Applicant submits that there is no indication in Miyabashi et al. that the metal enters the 
pores of the carbonaceous paiticles, and that in Ikeda et al. there is no suggestion that the lithium 
(metal) enters the fibril tubes. While each of these arguments may have merit, the claims are 
noted as being silent on the metal entering or residing in the pores. As noted in the prior Office 
action, a fair reading of applicant's specification appears to be drawn to the metal or metalloid 
being contained within a hollow internal portion of the nanotubes. However, in giving the 
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claims its broadest reasonable inteipretation, the claims are not considered commensurate with 
this embodiment. Thus, the carbon nanotubes are maintained as havmg the metal "contain[ed] 
within them" to the extent that the carbonaceous material contains the metal within its network of 
fibers as a dispersion, (col. 2 line 66 et seq., col. 16 line 59 et seq., emphasis added)
